Many claims made by those on both 
sides of the controversy were discard­ 
ed as virtually worthless. 
Publicity, 
material circulated with a view to in­ 
fluencing public opinion was declarcl 
to have been based largely on ques­ 
tionable data. 
“Prohibition publicity has suffered I 
much,” said the report “from careless i 
and unwarranted inferences. Much of! 
the publicity given out by the prohibi-1 
tion unit in the treasury department j 
has been of the unfortunate k ind. On j 
the other hand, much unjust and mis­ 
leading propaganda has been put out 
for the purpose of discrediting 
pro­ 
hibition.” 
On the question of public sentiment 
the report declared there could be lit­ 
tle doubt as to the mood of the coun­ 
try when prohibition was adopted, but 
that since that time various elements 
had somewhat complicated the situa­ 
tion.

When Doctor Bice returns, according 
to Captain Stev ens, he expects to bring 
with him v aluable information as to 
the possibilities of further dev elop­ 
ment of the Amazon-Parima region f<>r 
the sake of its rubber, gutta percha 
and other natural resources. 
“The expedition has already shown,” 
Captain 
Stev ens went 
on, 
“that 
a 
white man cun stand the same expos­ 
ure in the tropics as the Indians when 
proper medical precautions are taken 
Charles Bull, a former Harv ard ath­ 
lete and a classmate of Doctor Rice, 
trav eled alone, except for an Indian 
crew, in a canoe ahead of the main 
body of the expedition for 7(H) miles. 
Naked as the Indians himself, he got 
to he nearly the same color as they, 
but at last reports he was standing ■ 
the exposure to the tropical sun and] 
rain in fine shape. 
“Almost all the members of the ex­ 
pedition had tropical fev er. 
All re­ 
cov ered except Doctor Koeh-Grunberg. 
the German explorer, who died. 
H in­ 
ton suffered from the ordinary type 
of malaria, which is chronic and which 
bothered him all the time he was fly­ 
ing. 
“Great credit is due to Hinton for 
piloting our seaplane in and out of 
many difficult situations during the 
3 74 hours we were in the air between 
Manaos and the headwaters of the 
Parima, especially in v iew of his re­ 
current attacks of fev er. 
We had to 
fly at more than 5,000 feet because of 
the heat. 
Used Plane for Scouting. 
"We used the plane as scout for tht 
main expedition, sketching in the main 
streams and many tributaries, and for 
photography. 
The piano was of Araer 
lean make and stood nine months’ con 
stant exposure to tropical sun without 
shelter, and with the hull immersed in 
water a great part of the time. 
“Bull followed us to establish gaso­ 
line stations. 
After making and photp 
graphing a certain stretch of riv er we 
would fly back with the pictures, which 
would be dev eloped in order trC^uide 
Doctor Rice ov er that part o l hfs Jour 
ney.” 
Captain Stev ens said he thought the 


riv ed at manhood's estate. 
Captain Stev ens said that the expedi­ 
tion liv ed largely on the nativ e farina, 
or meal, and dried meats. 
For 
Thanksgiv ing 
dinner 
Stev ens 
and Hinton flew hack down the ltlo 
Branco to a settlement where they 
could get bacon and cheese, which 
had to substitute for turkey and cran­ 
berry sauce. 
The Bice expedition left New York 
last March and went by steamer to Ma­ 
naos, which is on the Bio Negro Just 
north of its confluence with the Ama­ 
zon. 
Two seaplanes which had been

were as­ 
sembled at Manaos in June. 
The explorers followed the Negro 
to its confluence 
with 
the 
Branco, 
wfiich they then followed until it ran i 
into the Uraricoera. 
This they fol­ 
lowed to its junction with the Parima, 
! and this junction was as far as white 
men had prev iously gone. 
It was at 
the junction that Stev ens and Hinton 
saw the last of the nativ es. 
For the « 
320 
miles 
of 
unexplored land ov er 
which they next flew they saw no 
signs of life until they came to the i 
clearings at the end. 
Doctor Bice and his followers prob­ 
ably will hav e had some difficulty trav ­ 
eling ov er this 120-mile stretch, said 
Stev ens, because of rapids and w ater­ 
falls. 
It will probably take the ex­ 
pedition weeks to cov er the ground 
that he and Hinton flew ov ^r in a few 
hours, he added. 
Captain Stev ens said he and Hinton 
discov ered the source of the Pariraa 
about 3 degrees north of the equator 
and 64 degrees west longitude, 
on 
March 9. 
This ended the av iators' 
work and they flew hack to Manaos, 
where Hinton remained to take the 
¿» lanes apart and ship them back to 
New York. 
Captain Stev ens said that Doctor 
Rice will return to civ ilization early 
this summer unless he delays to in­ 
v estigate a recently discov ered land­ 
slide, un another tributary of the Ama­ 
zon. which lias uncov ered large fos­ 
silized skeletons.

farmers of that region have at their 
disposal a 
new 
poultry feed

could well be used to much greater ex­ 
tent than is being done at present, 
says the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
Poultrynien in the Pa­ 
cific Coast states have used soy-bean 
oil meal for several years and consider 
it a most excellent feed for growth 
and egg production. 
Feed Value of Meal. 
A number of feeding tests at various 
experiment stations have shown the 
value of soy-bean oil men! as a poultry 
feed.

Vaccinate to Prevent 
Hog Cholera Outbreak 
Warnings against a possible serious 
outbreak of hog cholera this year were 
given put recently from three states. 
With the hog market definitely pointed 
In the direction of profits, this seems 
like a poor time to take chances on 
losing the hog crop to save a few dol­ 
lars. 
F. A. Zimmer, state veterinarian of 
Ohio, points to the faet that hog chol­ 
era runs In cycles and that it is due 
this year. 
About the time the hog 
raiser concluded in other years that 
the disease was disappearing, it has 
reappeared In acute form to take a 
toll of millions of dollars. 
Dr. R. A. Craig of the veterinary de­ 
partment at the Indiana Agricultural 
college believes that a large corn crop 
and a good price for hogs will bring 
about a 
heavy movement of feeder 
hogs and cholera infection will become 
wirely 
scattered. 
Furthermore, 
be­ 
cause of low prices, few hogs were 
immunized during the past two years, 
thus adding to the amount of material 
for cholera to work upon. 
Threshing 
gangs and visitors during the fall are 
largely responsible for spreading the 
disease from local areas because peo­ 
ple do not practice what they know 
about the control of infectious dis­ 
eases. 
Vaccination is now generally recog­ 
nized as the reliable method of pre­ 
venting cholera when properly admin­ 
istered. 
While hundreds of fa rm ers 
are vaccinating their own hogs success­ 
fully, there art* many advantages In 
employing a skilled, established vet­ 
erinarian who is known to be reliable 
and who will do his work for a ren- 
| sonahle price.

Silage and Fodder Made 
by Stacking Green Com 
Another 
form 
of 
silage 
may 
b»* 
made by stacking the bundles of green 
corn which have been cut about 20 feet 
in diameter and 20 f»*et high. 
The 
bundles should he distributed evenly 
over the surface with the butts laid to 
the outside. 
This will keep the outside 
higher than the center so that it will 
he necessary to till In the center before 
the 
stack 
is 
completed. 
Thorough 
tramping 
will 
be beneficial. 
About 
eight inches around the outside of the 
stack will spoil but as only the butts 
of th 2 stalks are affected by this, the 
loss is not serious. 
The top of the 
stack should he kept covered with a 
foot or two of straw or hay during 
the winter to reduce spoilage.

A belief that 
prohibition 
in the 
United States is facing a supreme test 
with the final outcome in doubt was j 
expressed in a report compiled after j 
months of investigation by the 
Re-1 
seach and Education 
Department of \ 
the Federal Education of Churches 
Many C laims .Made. 
“No one can say with positiveness 
what the ultimate outcome of this test 
will be,” said the report. “ No cock­ 
sure optimism 
is warranted, 
nor is 
pessimism or “defeatism’ justified by 
the facts. 
Much seems to depend up­ 
on the development of public opinion 
in the near future.” 
“An unfavorable and 
disquieting” 
trend since 1920 in the social conse­ 
quences of prohibition was seen I 
in­ 
vestigator." in statistics gather- d from 
many sources, but the report declared 
no available statistical data could be 
accepted as conclusive and pointed out 
that the wholesome effects of prohibi­ 
tion are registered in inconspicuous 
ways which cannot be reduced to stat- 
4 istical tabulation. 
Many claims made by those on both 
sides of the confcqpversy were discard­ 
ed as virtually worthless. 
Publicity 
material circulated with a view to in­ 
fluencing public opinion was deelan I 
to have been based largely on ques­ 
tionable data. 
“Prohibition publicity has suffered 
much,” said th** report “from careless 
and unwarranted inferences. Much of 
the publicity given out by the prohibi­ 
tion unit ii! the treasury department j 
has been of the unfortunate kind. On 
the othei hand, much unjust and mis­ 
leading propaganda has bien put out 
for the purpose of discrediting 
pro­ 
hibition.”

Cars should display: (A) Two head­ 
lights when in motion, one on each 
side, both lights of equal power. Head­ 
lights should be white or tinted but 
never red.

(C) tine tail-light, red, 
that is visible at a distance of at least 
.500 feet. 
Lights should lie displayed 
whether car is in motion or standing.

The Illuminating Engineering soci­ 
ety, after considerable invest ig; it leas 
and experimentation, has formulated 
a table of headlight intensities at dif­ 
ferent angles which has been widely 
circulated. 
If headlights conform to 
this table, all dangerous or dazzling 
glare will he eliminated. 
Many states 
* now require headlights to conform to 
these specifications and most man lfae- 
turers are able to furnish such head­ 
lights. 
Some of the patented devices

Ability to tell one knock from an 
other forms an Important part in the 
education of the motorist.

A spark knock occurs only when 
the engine is pulling against heavy 
load, as on a hill.

R o m e change, so that it Is necessary 
to watch stings, scratches or cuts care­ 
fully to prevent tropical ulcer. 
Al­ 
most all natives bear the marks of 
these ulcers.” 
A custom of the country, Captain 
Stevens said, was to tie boys of four­ 
teen to fifteen into a sack filled with 
stinging ants. 
Those who survived 
this test are recognized as having ar­ 
rived at manhood's estate. 
Captain Stevens said that the expedi­ 
tion lived largely on the native farina. 
or meal, anil dried meats. 
For Thanksgiving dinner Stevens 
and Hinton flew buck down the Rio 
Branco to a settlement where limy 
could get bacon and cheese, which 
had to substitute for turkey and cran­ 
berry sauce. 
The Rice expedition left New York 
last March and went by steamer to Ma- 
naos, which Is on the Rio Negro Just 
north of its confluence with the Ama­ 
zon. 
Two seaplanes which had been 
shipped from New York 
were as­ 
sembled at Manaos in June. 
The explorers followed the Negro 
to its confluence 
with 
the Branco, 
which they then followed until it ran t 
into the Urnricoera. 
This they fol­ 
lowed to its junction with the Parima, 
and this junction was as fur as white 
men had previously gone. 
It was at 
the junction that Stevens and Hinton 
saw the last of the natives. 
For tin* ■ 
120 miles 
of unexplored lam! over 
which they next flew they -aw no 
signs of life uutil they came to the 
clearings at the end. 
Doctor Rice and his followers prob­ 
ably will have had souk* difficulty trav­ 
eling over this 120-mile stretch, said 
Stevens, because of rapids and water­ 
falls. 
It will probably take the ex­ 
pedition weeks to cover the ground 
that he and Hinton Hew over In a few 
hours, he added. 
Captain Stevens said he and Hinton 
discovered tin* source of the Parima 
about 3 degrees north of tile equator 
and 04 degrees west longitude, 
on 
March 9. 
This ended the aviators’ 
work and they flew hack to Manaos, 
where Hinton remained to take the 
planes apart and ship them back to 
New York. 
Captain Stevens said that Doctor 
Rice will return to civilization early 
this summer unless he delays to In­ 
vestigate a recently discovered land­ 
slide, on another tributary of the Ama­ 
zon, which has uncovered large foe 
sillied skeletons.

six, and a resident of tlds city. 
“Reno has been blamed for being 
lax, cowardly, dilatory and everything 
else,” Mr. lino said, “but it was im­ 
possible for Reno to reach tile scene 
of conflict in time to participate.

All-steel airplanes now under con­
